Could you quit talking for two 
weeks? Of course you could if it 
were absolutely imperative, but you 
wouldn’t want to do it.

THE PRINTING PRESS 


'The next time you pass The Advo¬ 
cate office, step inside and take a look 
at the printing press. It will be all 
the better if, with lightning-like swift¬ 
ness, you see the printed sheets flash¬ 
ing by the hundreds at edition time. 
Then remember what you read here. 
I.ess than 400 years ago, when print¬ 
ing was new, Francis I, king of 
France, determined to suppress all 
new ideas, especially in religious con¬ 
troversy. It is true, Francis is known 
a.s the “Father of I,etters,’’ but that 
false honor.

While fluctuation.s in grain prices 
indicate considerable nervousness on 
the part of speculators and much ef¬ 
fort by Chicago to make the most of 
every isolated report, the important 
thing from the standpoint of business 
is the'virtual promise of a large and 
satisfactory yield in every part oi the 
we.st combined with .selling prices that 
will return sub.stantial margins to the 
farmers. To tho.se parts of tne -R-est 
largely dependent upon the return 
from cereals there is practically assur 
ance of .steady business during the fall 
and winter. A satisfactory feature is 
the fact that the crops are ripening 
rapidly and cutting should be general 
by the last week in August with some 
area.s getting .started today. In some 
districts, in Manitoba the yield is be¬ 
ing reduced somewhat by the spread 
of rust. In Saskatchewan-there was 
some damage by the fro.sts of the pre¬ 
vious week, though not as much as 
early and exaggerated reports fiaiT in¬ 
dicated. Alberta seeems to have es¬ 
caped any of these minor disasters en¬ 
tirely. In that province weather con- 
(litioin< are very favorable' for filling 
and ripening. Cutting of winter 
wheat, bailey, and earlier varitK's of 
spring wheat has com'menceil. Har¬ 
vesting of all crops should be fairly 
general within the next two weeks,! 
with promise under favorable weather! 
conditions of a volume exceeding any! 
Iirevious year. Alberta is particular¬ 
ly favored in having good crop.s lor 
it is benefiting in another way as well. 
With the rising strength of livestock 
markets, cattle raisers of Alberta hav¬ 
ing been enjoying a good degree of| 
prosperity. I

few little humorous twists of his 
own to the already long list of tor¬ 
ture.

CANADIAN JUSTICE RESPECTED 


There is a healthy respect in the 
United States for the fair and impar¬ 
tial manner in which persons charged 
with criminal offences are dealt with 
in the law courts of Canada.

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Petroleum Situation in Alberta j 

Article by Professor J. A. Allen, of the Alberta Geological [ 
Survey, University of Alberta. 


The importance of the petroleum 
resources of Alberta is Indicated by 
the following statistics on production 
and by the fact that Canada in 7^ 
days can use all the otroleum .she pro¬ 
duces in a year. 

In 1926 world production was 1,200-; 
000,000 bbls. 

In 1926 U.S.A. production was 766,- 
640,000 bbls. (63.5% of total produc¬ 
tion). 

In 1926 Mexico (decreased 25%), 
83,000,000 bbls. 

-In 1926 Canada 364,603 bbls. 

In 1926 Alberta (60% of Canada) 
217,088 bbls. 

At the beginning of 1927 the pros¬ 
pects for extended petroleum develop¬ 
ment in Alberta are better than ever 
before. From data obtained from the 
1926 drilling program it is a conser- 
I vative statement to say that tne 
I chances of obtaining petroleum pro- 
I ductibn in commercial quantities in 
i several parts of Alberta are believed 
I to be better than ever before, large- 
' ly due to the fact that more is known 
about the occurrence of petroleum in 
I the underlying formations, and opti- 
I mism is evident. 

j In order to get an idea of the ex- 
I tent of temtory with petroleum pos- 
' sibilities ^ Alberta it will be neces- 
j sary to briefly survey a map of the 
. whole Province. The Geological Map 
of Alberta, pu,blished by the Scientific 
, and Industrial Research Council of A1 
berta in 1925, shows the general di.s- 
' tribution cf geological formations 
, throughout the Province. 

■ Alberta has an area of 255,000 
.square miles, an area twice as great | 
' as that of the British Isles. The 
Province of Alberta lies between 49’ 
and 60’ north latitude, so that its 
geographic position coiresponcf.s ap¬ 
proximately to that of the British 
Isles, or between’ Rouens and the I 
Shetland Islands. | 

In the north-east corner of Alberta' 
there are approximately 15,000 square 
miles of Precainbrian rocks. These 
rocks <lo not contain petroleum pos- 
] sibilities, but are important bec 4 u.se 
various metals of gold, silver, nibkel 
copper, etc., may occur in these rock^; 
similar to those minerals founil tn 
rocks of the same age in Northern 
Ontario and Quebec. 

In the Canadian Rocky Mountains 
there are about 45,000 square miles In 
Alberta in which there are no petrol¬ 
eum possibilities. Deducting the.se 
two areas, there remain 200,000 
.square miles where the underlying 
' rocks may be petroliferou.s. More 
j than half of this territory is veneered 
I with glacial debris so that the out- 
! crops are very few. Since the search 
for oil is related to the geological 
structure, exploration in Alberta has 
been confined largely to regions 
where some geological detail is ex¬ 
posed. 

< Present knowledge of the geology 
of Alberta indicates that there are 
80,000 .square miles underlain by pos¬ 
sible stru^ure suitable for oil accum¬ 
ulations. ’This means that about 40% 
of the 200,000 square miles in Alber¬ 
ta is worth prospecting. Selecting 
from this area the most promising 
districts there are about 20,000 square 
miles where it is known that some of 
the geological conditions necessary 
for oil accumulation are present. The 
pre.sence of oil in any of these struc¬ 
tures can only be determined by dril¬ 
ling on the structures outlined by ge¬ 
ological knowledge to the depth of 
possible oil horizons. The drilli«g 
that has been accomplished- Shows 
that there are several possible oil 
horizons, .so that if the higher horizon 
does not contain oil there are known 
lower horizons in certain areas that 
are suitable as oil reservoirs. . 

There are 24 di.stricts in Alberta 
where development has been centred, 
or where it is known that conditions 
suitable for oil retention occur. 

Geological data of a detailed cTiar- 
acter are required in certain ares be¬ 
fore it is possible to be certain that 
there is anyl particular .structure in 
that district. Detailed geological In¬ 
formation Is also required to deter¬ 
mine the areas where there is no 
chance ^of suitable structure and 
where the depth to possible oil hori¬ 
zons is too great to be reached by the 
drill. 

There are few countries in the 
world where the geology is more dif¬ 
ficult than it .is in Alberta, There is 
due to the fact that the Cretaceous 
rocks were laid down along irregular 
shore lines, and those shore lines were 
constantly being changed during the 
growth of the Rocky Mountains. 

The search for petroleum in Alber¬ 
ta dates to 1898, when the first well 
was drilled in the south-western cor¬ 
ner of Alberta just north of Water- 
ton Lakes within the front range of 
• the Rocky Mountains. Here the 
Precambrian and Cambrian rocks are 
thrust over the much younger Cretac¬ 
eous strata. A quantity of oil with 
41 degrees Beaume was encountered. 
In' some mysterious way the well was 
filled with various kinds of debris, in¬ 
cluding cable, and drilling ceased. The 
oil is still dripping from the rocks 
near the well sijte so that there is 
some accumulatiqn at depth in this 
district. 

After that date petroleum expora- 
tiop can be divided into five periods: 
1898-1913: No drilling for oil of im¬ 
portance was undertaken, although 
the gas fields at Medicine Hrt and 
Bow Island in Southern Alberta;- and 
gas field at Pelican Rapids on Atha- 
baska River 200 miles north of Ed¬ 
monton were proven by drilling. 
1913-16: Drilling began again in 
1913, and on May 14th, 1914, the Ding 
man*well was "brought in” at a depth 
of 2,718 feet, on the north bank of 


Sheep River, west of Okotoks, in I 
what is now known as the ’Turner Val 
ley field. The oil was almost pure 
gasoline with a gravity of 55 degree.s 
Beaume. This “Discovery well" has 
been producing steadily since that 
date and is now known as Royallte 
No. 1 . 

This di.scovery precipitated the oil 
boom that extended into 1915, About 
600 development companies were 
formed, but only about a score ever 
started drilling, and half of these 
were in the Turner V^alley district. By 
the end of 1915 drilling had practical¬ 
ly cea.sed and none of the wells were 
drilled deep enough to thoroughly 
prove the possibilities. 

1915-1919: Prospecting, but no mark 
ed enthusia.sm. 

1919-24: It was not until 1919 that a 
systematic search was hiade for geo¬ 
logical structure suitable for oil ac¬ 
cumulation. Drilling activity increas¬ 
ed during this period and in October 
1924, Royalite well No. 4 in 'Turner 
Valley was “brought in” with a tre¬ 
mendous flow of gas at a depth of 3 ,- 
740 feet. This well in 1925 produced 
approximately 160,000 barrels of nap¬ 
tha with gravity ’73 degrees Beaume, 
and about 18,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day. This well starts a new era 
in the petroleum history of Alberta. 
1924 to date: Drilling activity in- 
crea.sed steadily since Royalite .Wo. 4 
was ‘‘brought in.” In 1926 excite¬ 
ment reached a very high level and a 
boom was precipitated earlj’* in the 
year, even more exciting than the 
boom of 1914. After the excitement 
had reached the highest point and was 
on the wane, more serious considera¬ 
tion was given to real development. 
It may be said that the petroleum In- 
du.stry in Alberta has been defirilteiy 
established during the past year, and 
that it has been placed on a sane ami 
.sound foundation. ■■ | 

In 1926 there were 87 wells oemg' 
drilled or producing and upward.s ofl 
100 locations selecteil for widls. Ai 
fair percentage of these will lie dril-j 
led on ultimately. The wells on tne! 
active list during the pa.st year repre-j 
sent a total depth of 225,000 feet. 
This repre.sents approximately 42 
miles of drilling. In Turner Valley- 
alone 35 wells represent 110,000 feet 
of drilling, or approximately 20 miles. 
Less than a dozen wells were com¬ 
pleted least year. 

One of the.se areas i.s- the Athabasca 
bituminous .sands deposits. This area 
includes the extensive deposits of bit¬ 
uminous sands which are exposed 
along the Clearwater and Athabasca 
rivers for a distance of nearly one 
hundretl miles north of Fort McMur- 
ray. These are the largest known 
bituminous sand deposits in the world 
Between ten and fifteen thousand 
square miles are underlaifi by the.se 
sands, which vary in thickness from 
a few feet up to over two hundred 
feet in thickness, with a bitumen con¬ 
tent of twelve to twenty per cent. 

Many ‘attempts have been made to 
commercialize these vast ileposits of 
bituminous .sand, commonly known as 
“tar sands.” Several schemes are 
now being tried out. One .separation 
process has been completed by the Sci 
entific and Industrial Re.search Coun¬ 
cil of Alberta at E<lmonton. This 
separation process is now available to 
anyone who wi.shes to utilize this in¬ 
expensive methoil of .separation. 

In 'Turner Valley within the pa.st 
month, three new wells have been 
“brought in’’ and the product is a 
crude oil. This is most promising for 
future development. 

One of the most interesting di.scov- 
eries of recent date was made by the 
Devenish Petroleums, LUl., when the 
first well was “brought in” early in 
June, on a new structure at Skiff, 
south-ea.st of Lethbridge. The esti¬ 
mated production of this well i.s about 
200 barrels per day. This di.scovery ' 
indicates a large new field in South¬ 
ern Alberta with promising possibili¬ 
ties. There are now fifteen wells in 
Alberta li.sted as producing oil, but 
most of the oil is coming from Turner 
Valley. The daily’ production from 
Royalite No. 4 is about 6 (K) barrels. 

Very little .drilling has yet oeen 
done in Albeita, and exceptionally 
promising results have been obtained 
from the wells that have been drilled 
to the possible oil horizons. Develop¬ 
ment in the way of drilling in Alber¬ 
ta has been scattered over too large 
a territory. More concentrateil <lril- 
ling will have to be carried out,before 
many of the areas that are now being 
prospected can be definitely classed as 
proifcctive, or otherwise. Turner Val 
ley is the only district where there has 
been much attempt at concentration 
in drilling, and even here we see that 
the results in wells comparatively 
close together are very different. This 
indicates how important it is to get 
all the data available on the underly¬ 
ing geological ..structure. There is, 
however, a reason for the earnest ef¬ 
forts in widely separate districts, and 
that is because geological informa¬ 
tion is still very incomplete. Some 
capital must be lost in the search for 
petroleum, but when money is invest¬ 
ed in drilling it should be applied to 
drill in districts where there are some 
definite geological- indications, at least 
where there is a chance of reaching 
th 6 possible productive horizons. 

It is true in Albertaj'^s in all coun¬ 
tries with undeveloperl resources, the 
venture mu.st of a necessity be re¬ 
garded as a gamble, but the chances 
are in favor of the investor, provided 
the capital is .spent in drilling where 
the geological indications, determine<i 
in the light of the late.st geological 
knowledge, are most favorable for the 
occurrence of oil at depth.

1 assume that Councillor Porriti is 
the proprietor of tlie Review anii mat 
The Review i.s not an ineorpornieu 
company. Counicllor Porritt is not 
di.squalified for publishinp advertise¬ 
ments of the Town at the usual rate. 
In connection with other work or ser¬ 
vice furnisHt'd by J'he Review to the 
Town for which 'Ine Review is paid 
by the Town, there is no di.squalifica- 
tion if the work or service contracted 
for has been fully completed by both 
parties. If, however, there is an ex- 
istinp contract unperformed there is 
di.squaliflcation.” The question is an 
important one, and has at times come 
up before the voters of Hiph River, as 
to whether it was wronp for a busi¬ 
ness man of the town to do business 
with the Town while acting as one or

OIL FIELD NEWS 


Great Activity Exists in the Turner 
VaJiey Where Naptha and Crude 
Uil is Being Pip^ to Kefiinery 


Steps will be taken at once to con¬ 
vert the Dalhousie No. 5 well into a 
continuous flowing well instead of one 
which flows by he^ds according to the 
field manager of the Imperial Oil 
Company. Mr. MacLeod, upon his re¬ 
turn from the field on Friday gave 
the information that a 2-inch tube 
which would be run to the bottom of 
the well which, since it has been deep¬ 
ened slightly, is down 4,595 feet. The 
placing of a 2-inch tube will decrea.se 
the pressure needed to lift the oil in 
the well and it wHl also render con¬ 
trol of the flow much more easy. h!nce 
the well was brought in it has been 
flowing by heads and, immediately 
following a drilling operation which 
cleaned cavings out of the hole, blew 
loose with such force that it tore out 
of control breaking a huge 6-inch pipe 
line from the well mouth to the stor¬ 
age tanks. He declared that this in¬ 
stallation might not inrease the out¬ 
put of the well to any appreciable ex¬ 
tent, but that the main object was to 
obtain a steadier flow under less pres¬ 
sure. 

Dalhousie No. 6 is drilling for 814- 
inch casing at 4,030 feet and there are 
now 700 feet of 10-inch open holle in 
the well. The tools are operating in 
the Fernie shales. 

Dalhousie No. 1 u.sing the diamond 
drill was working in a hard limestone 
formation at 4,115 feet on .Saturday 
morning. 

Koyalite No. 7 was making hole for 
614-inch casing in a very hard forma 
tion at 3,820 feet on Saturday. 

Royalite No. 8 the new well which 
offsets McDougall-Segur No. 1 and 
which was spudded in with .standarii 
equipment is now operating at 410 
fegj making hole for 12Vi-inch casing 
with rotary equipment 

Equipment is being installed at 
Royalite No. 9 which offsets Vulcan 
No. 2, and preparations are gomg 
.steadily forward for spudding in. 

Rotary equipment was installed at 
the Millarville No. 1 well on Thur.s- 
(lay and in the first 20 hours of dril¬ 
ling 100 feet of hole was made for 
12V2-inch casing. The well was down 
625 feet on Saturday and making 
good progress. 

A very hard formation is being 
•pounded through at 2,830 at the High 
wood No. 1 well whore hole is being 
made for 8V4-inch casing. 

The 12V4-inch casing is being drawn 
from the Jumping Pound well which 
is being abandoned. 

Three new buildings costing about 
t21,000*will be erected by the Imper¬ 
ial Oil on the main corner of the'road 
in Turner Valley. The buildings will 
consist of a bungalow office building, 
40x64, and two residence bungasosv.s, 
38x48 feet.
